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Liquor Powers Limited 
City Bows to State on 
- Wine R ules

Very little can be done to regulate 
the sale of beer and wine in Plano, the 
City Council and Planning and Zoning 
Commission learned Wednesday 
night. 
Attorney Bill Roberts told the of­ 
ficials who met in a special joint 
session that state laws supersede local 
regulations. 
The only clear powers of the city are 
to restrict the sale from residential 
areas or within 300 feet of a school, 
church or hospital, to set permit fees 
and to extend the hours of operation 
on Saturday to 2 a.m. 
Anything else, Roberts stressed, 
may be taken to court and may be 
found to be “indefensible.” 
Beginning by telling the officials 
that “there aren’t any experts on 
liquor laws,” Roberts said the sale of 
beer and wine is governed primarily 
by state law. 
The new Alcoholic Beverage Code 
which was approved this summer has 
not been interpreted by the courts, 
Roberts explained. He added that he 
has tried to apply the interpretations 


of the former law to the new code to 
come up with his recommendations. 
He noted that a city must be 
specifically granted a power by the 
state before the courts will allow 
it.The city doesn’t even have any 
direct control over the issuance of 
permits.

statements from the city secretary 
that the location is “wet.” He then has 
five to IO days to call a hearing on the 
request. 
Roberts pointed out that the judge 
has the power to deny a permit if 
evidence from the neighborhood 
concerned indicates that it will harm 
the area. 
The attorney said sales are allowed 
between 7 a.m. and midnight on week­ 
days, until I a.m. on Saturdays and 
between noon and midnight on Sun­ 
days. Saturday hours can be extended 
to 2 a.m., however, if the council so 
wishes. 
The council can also prohibit the 
sale within 300 feet of a church, school 


or hospital and establish a fee which 
can be no more than half the amount 
of the state fee (under $50). 
Some leeway may be found in 
establishing retail areas, Roberts 
added. He said he could defend the 
restriction in areas zoned for other 
uses, but occupied as residential; in 
neighborhood service areas which are 
surrounded by residences; 
and 
possibly in offices. 
He cited Denton and Dennison or­ 
dinances which prohibit the sale in 
residential, neighborhood service or 
office zones. 
Roberts was unable to promise a 
defense, however, if the council 


Dallas Won’t Give 
Loop Endorsement 


Collin County Judge Nathan E. 
White Jr. pleaded with the Dallas City 
Council yesterday for support for the 
long delayed Loop 9 project, but the 
metropolitan city officials refused to 
help, citing concerns about the 
alignment of Loop 9 through the 
Renner portion of Dallas. 
A meeting between Collin County 
representatives and the State High­ 
way Commission is scheduled next 
week. County fathers plan to urge that 
a portion of the loop be constructed 
between Shiloh Road and Preston 
Road along the Plano-Richardson 
border. 
Judge White told the Dallas council 
Wednesday that the present align­ 
ment could save as much as $25 
million in right-of-way costs because 
property owners were willing to 
donate laiid for the highway. 
“This plan has been six years in the 
making,” White said. “This is ex­ 
pensive property, and it cannot be 
held open indefinitely.” 
Dallas council members told the 
judge that they believe the freeway 
would cut through a portion of the 
Renner community, long considered 
prime residential property. 
Mayor Robert Folsom of Dallas, 
whose investment company owns 
much of the Renner land, said he 
would take no active role in the high­ 
way construction question, but added 
that “from my personal standpoint, I 
wish Loop 9 would disappear. It will 


Insulation 
Responsible 
For Damage 


A minor blaze turned into big 
problems for Plano firefighters 
Wednesday night. 
The department was called to 3408 
Brookshire, the home of Larry 
Carlson, at 9:51 p.m. to check an attic 
fire which had already been put out by 
a neighbor. The blaze had sparked off 
numerous smaller fires, however, in 
the cellouse insulation. 
The m aterial is treated with 
flame retardant chem icals, but 
surrounding dust particles makes it 
flare up for a short time, according to 
Fire Marshal Bill Threet. 
Firefighters were forced to dig out 
all the material and take it downstairs 
in buckets. Threet explained that the 
insulation would have smoldered like 
a mattress if it had not been removed. 
The fire marshal said the blaze 
apparently began near a heater and 
spread to a nearby telephone tran­ 
sformer. Mrs. Carlson was alerted to 
the fire when all the phones began to 
ring. 
Damage was contained to the attic, 
he said. Seven firefighters were on the 
scene almost four hours, scraping up 
the insulation and removing it.

Electrocution Device 
Takes Life of Planoite 


A homemade electrocution belt was 
responsible for the Tuesday afternoon 
death of an electrical engineer. 
Thirty-year-old George V. Sherman 
of 2420 Flagstone was discovered at 
about 7 p.m. in the “meditation room” 
of his home with the device still 
plugged into the wall. 
His wife told investigating officials 
that she assumed Sherman was 
meditating when he did not appear as 
she entered the residence at about 
5:30 p.m. Although an autopsy report 
has not yet been made, Sherman had 
apparently been dead for several 


hours prior to his discovery. 
Police described the device which 
electrocuted Sherman as two copper 
plates belted to his chest. 
The 
engineer welded the copper plates to 
electrical wires and installed a switch 
on the line so it could be plugged in 
and then switched on. 
Justice of the Peace Joe Steen- 
bergen has not yet ruled in the death. 
Engineer friends of the dead man 
have advanced the theory that 
Sherman may have been trying to 
heighten his awareness to meditation, 
rather than commit suicide. 


decides to ban the sales at any 
business which sells gasoline. 
Commissioner Jim Edwards and 
Councilman Bob Collins (who was not 
present but called in his comments) 
asked Roberts to find a method of 
forbidding the sale at such establish­ 
ments. 
The attorney agreed to study 
precedents available, but he was not 
very confident of finding anything to 
support the ban. 
Roberts pointed out that the city can 
“get away with whatever they’ll (the 
business community selling beer and 
wine) let you get away with.” He 
declined to predict the attitude of the 
business community in Plano. 
Mayor Norman W hitsitt asked 
Roberts to draft an ordinance for the 
council to examine at its Oct. 24 
meeting. If there are no problems, it 
will be sent to the commission for a 
public hearing on Nov. 7. The coun­ 
cil’s public hearing will be held on 
Nov. 28.

Smoke Alarms Prevent 
Would-Be Tragedies 


At least one Plano family is a 
walking advertisem ent 
for 
the 
benefits of a smoke alarm. 
The Perris M. Stanley family was 
awakened from a deep sleep last 
January by their alarm which had 
only been in place a few weeks. 
Although Stanley was unable to 
smell any smoke himself, he got his 
family out of the house, called the fire 
department and made a careful 
search of the home. 
He discovered the garage fire on his 
second, closer look around the 
residence. 
Even though 
barely 
detectable at that point, it had already 
spread to the attic. 
The home sustained major damage, 
but the family was safe. Fire Marshal 
Bill Threet credits the smoke alarm 
for averting a possible tragedy. 
The melted detector—which still 
works—is now a prize exhibit for his 
Fire Prevention Week activities. 
Threet firmly believes in this year’s 
slogan 
that 
“ Where 
T here’s 
Smoke ...There Should Be A Smoke 
Alarm.” 
“Most fatality and injury fires 
happen at night between 9 p.m. and 6 
a.m.,” explained Threet. “Usually 
these fires start in upholstered fur­ 
niture or a mattress and smolder for 
hours before bursting into flame. 
“Smoke detectors sense the smoke 
and sound an alarm giving you time to 
escape,” he added. “A great majority 
of fire victims are not burned, they 
are overcome by smoke and other 
poisonous gases. Many are killed 
without ever waking up and often the 
deaths occur in the first few minutes 
of the fire.” 
The real advantage of a smoke 


detector is that it gives an early 
warning of an impending fire, noted 
Inspector Bill Gantry. Those few 
minutes of time are precious when it 
comes to getting out of the house. 
“Life safety is the main reason to 
have smoke alarm s,” he continued, 
“But having one can also cut down on 
property damage. Those extra few 
minutes may be the time we need to 
get the blaze out before it causes 
extensive damage.” 
From time to time, the department 
gets a call on a smoke alarm going off 
without an obvious cause, TTireet 
noted. An investigation often reveals a 
condition, such as an overheated 
motor, which might have led to a fire 
if not corrected. 
There is a large selection of smoke 
alarms on the market today, and 
Threet recommends that residents 
purchase alarm s from a reputable 
retail dealer, avoiding door to door 
sales. 
The smoke alarm should have UL 
(Underwriter Laboratory) or F.M. 
(Factory M utual) approval, he 
stressed. Most detectors range from 
$25 to $45, although sales are con­ 
ducted periodically. 
There are two types of alarms and 
several power source options, ac­ 
cording to Gentry. Models are 
available which run on battery power, 
that are wired into household current, 
that plug into a conventional elec­ 
trical outlet or that use a combination 
of A.C. and battery. 
The two basic types of smoke 
detectors are photoelectric and 
ionization. The photoelectric devices 
emit a beam of light which, when 
reflected by smoke particles, triggers 


the alarm. 
Ionization devices produce elec­ 
trically charged air molecules which 
cause a small electric current to flow 
in the chamber. Smoke particles 
entering the detector attach them­ 
selves to the ions, reducing the 
electrical flow which sets off the 
alarm. 
“Both types of smoke detectors are 
reliable,” Threet affirmed. “There is 
no evidence that one is more effective 
than the other. Both types are ap­ 
proved by testing laboratories and 
each does a good job. 
“A detector should be installed 
between the living and sleeping areas 
of a home,” he added. “ If there is 
more than one sleeping area, then 
another detector is needed.” 
Although the alarms put out 85 
decibels of sound, experts recommend 
that the detectors should be mounted 
close enough to the bedrooms that the 
alarm can be heard with the doors 
shut. Homes with two levels should 
have detectors mounted at the head of 
the stairs. 
Threet stressed that corners should 
be avoided since “dead air spaces” 
are created in the area within six 
inches of the corner. 
Having a family escape plan is as 
important as the detector, Gentry 
pointed out. The lack of oxygen in a 
fire makes people drowsy and the 
danger of panic is always present. 
“People should plan ahead to have 
two ways out of every room,” he 
added. “ In an emergency there may 
be a lot of confusion, so families ought 
to have a predetermined meeting 
place outside. Many times people

DEAR POLLY and E F. — My mother solved the problem 
for me of a m attress left with an odor after bed wetting.

The bot­ 
tom hem of the pants was used for the top of the bag and then 
the three remaining sides of the two pieces were sewn 
together on the sewing machine. A handle was made out of the 
trimmed seams I had cut off. She got quite a kick out of this 
bag and even sewed on some patches she had acquired during 
vacation trips.

DEAR POLLY — I had so many tube socks with elastic that 
had no more stretch due to much washing and bleaching. I also 
had some old knee high nylons with good elastic I cut off the 
elastic tops and slip them inside the loose tops of the tube 
socks.

Don’t hang up until you are 
sure we have all the in­ 
formation we need.” 
More people each day are 
adding smoke detectors to 
their homes. Threet noted he 
has inquiries daily and 
stressed that he is happy to 
answer any questions about 
the devices. On occasion, he 
has even gone out to a home 
to 
suggest the 
correct 
location for an alarm. 
“The last two Christmases 
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have been particularly big 
for smoke alarm s,” he 
remembered. “I often came 
back to the office to find a 
handful of return call slips— 
all from people asking about 
alarms for gifts. 
“I can think of no better 
present than one which 
might save a life,” he 
stressed. “I have an alarm 
in my home and I’m con­ 
vinced that one can make the 
difference in escaping from 
a fire.” 
At least one homebuiilder 
agrees. Smoke detectors are 
now a standard item in Fox 
& Jacobs homes. Threet 
hopes that the idea will
